“To considering the question, 
the fact must not be los? sight of 
that the diplomatic authorities of 
the British Government to-day 
are callad upon to give as much 
attention to the opinions of the 
British Dominiona aa to that of 
Great Britain in formplating 
British diplomacy. In other 
wards, the diplomatic authari- 
ties of England are not sa 
much the directors ci the 

of  the.. British 
Empire as the spokesmen of the 
wishes of the companent parts of 
the Empire. [1 is well-nigh im- 
possible for the British Govern- 
ment to ignore ‘the intenions uf 
Australia, Canada and india, 
which have their interest in the 
AngloJapanese £8 tance, in dxing 
its policy towards the renewal of 
the pact. With this fact hefore us. it

“It appears that there is an 


tealians, who are bent upon the 
vindication of the’ White Anstra- 
Ya‘ principle to try to enlist the

It in three years now, since the 
South-weatern Provinces declared 
their Independence and the Navy 
came over to join hands. with 
them. During.thesa three yeats, 
China bas been auffeting from a 
ivil strifa, involving great loss of 
life, property and wealth. And 
all this has been done for the sake 
of defanding the Constitution and 
saving the country.» ~ ; 
The Constitution must ba de- 
fended because Tuan Chi-jui is 
destroying it: the country: must 
be saved because the Aniuites, of 
whom Tuan Chi-jui ia the prin- 
cipal leader, are bartering away 
ita sovereign rights. Therefore, 
there ia no hope of success in 
defending the Constitution, unless 
Tuan Chi-jui is put out of power; 
and no hope of success in. saving, 

the country unless tha Anfu Par 
is dissalved. -Accardingly, the 
South-western Provinces aod the 
Navy saceded from the Peking 
Governmentandestablished an in- 
dependent Government in Canton 
under the title of “The Military 
Government of the Republic 
of China” in  arder to
